Commission meets with ADEM officials

The Coffee County Commission 
met with the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management 
(ADEM) on Monday to discuss the 
proposed county landfill. 

All seven members of the Com- 
mission journeyed to Montgomery 
for an audience with ADEM offi- 
cials, The purpose of the mecting 
was to brief new and returning mem- 
ber of the commission on the status 
of the permitting process for the 
county’s proposed landfill, 

In the commission's last meeting, 
a motion by Commissioner Wendell 
Black to stop the permitting process 
indefinitely was voted down by a 
vote of 4 to 3, 

Also, a motion by Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks to change the appli- 
cation to a permit for a one-county 
landfill was defeated by a vote of 4 
to 2. ' 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens, who arranged the meeting, 
stated that the meeting was very in- 
formative and productive. 

According to Stephens, ADEM 
officials told commission members 
that even though the permit present- 
ly being sought by the commission 
was for a 11-county landfill, there is 
nothing that says the county will 
have to accept waste from 11 


, 


counties. 

“You own the landfill” said Sue 
Roberison, ADEM’s chief of the 
land division, “The permit will allow 
you to serve up to 11 counties, but it 
doesn’t say you have to serve 11 
counties.” 

Officials with ADEM also ex- 
pressed their doubts as to whether or 
not Coffee County could afford to 
operate a Subtitle-D landfill on its 
own, They told commissioners that 
volume is the key to keeping costs 
for county residents affordable. 

Effective October 8, 1993, the 
federal government has mandated 
that all counties have a plan for dis- 
posing of their solid waste. This may 
be accomplished in one of two ways, 
Either contract with private firms for 
the solid waste to be taken outside 


the county for disposal or build and 
operate a Subtitle-D landfill within 
the county, 

A public hearing on Coffee 
County's request for a multi-county 
landfill permit will be held by 
ADEM on Tuesday, November 24, 
at 7 p.m. The hearing will be con- 
ducted at the Farm Center in New 
Brockton. 

Robertson told commissioners 
that if the proposed site on Whitewa- 
ter had not met all regulations per- 
taining to Subtitle-D landfills, 
ADEM would not be holding a pub- 
lic hearing. 

The purpose of the Tuesday’s 
hearing will be to address technical 
comments concerning areas ADEM 
may have overlooked in its environ- 
mental testing of the proposed site.

The Elba Tigers opened play in the state football playoffs Friday night 
against a determined bunch of Rehobeth Rebels and had to fight for their 
very lives to pull out a hardfought 28-0 win. 

The Tigers were uninspired about playing the Rebels, especially after 
Rehobeth dropped its final game of the regular season to Houston County 
42-21, and it showed early in the game as the Tigers seemed to be simply 
going through the motions against the fired up Rebels. At the half, the 
Rebels got a standing ovation from their fans and a speech about how well 
they were playing from their coach, while the Elba fans sat stunned when 
the Tigers left the field, and Coach Mack Wood had anything but kind 
words for his troops in the dressing room. Coach Wood's words must have 
gotten through to his players, because in the second half the Tigers domi- 
nated play on both sides of the football and scored on three of their first 
four possessions to put the win on ice, 

The Elba offense was faced with a defense geared up to stop the run, and 
when quarterback Keith Grantham hurt his hand on the third play of the 
game, the Tigers had to junk their plans to open up the game in the air and 
had to butt heads against the impressive Rehobeth defensive unit. The linc 
had problems in the first half opening holes for the backs, but in the second 
half took control and led the way for the Tigers to put 21 points on the 
scoreboard. The running combo of Greg Thigpen and Jamie Brockton had 
its troubles with the Rebel defense, finding their paths blocked no matter 
which way they ran for the first two quarters. Both found some running 
room in the second half; however, and Teddy Burks used his speed to out- 
quick the Rebels late as he rushed for a pair of scores. Keith Grantham hurt 
his hand early in the game and was forced to wear a glove to try and help 
protect the injury, but played with real courage as he tossed two touchdown 
passes and over 100 yards on the night. Grantham couldn't even feel the 
football when he took the snap, but kept on playing and never missed a beat 
as he guided the offense to the big second half, 

The defense surrendered yards grudgingly and may have played one of 


its better games of the season. Rehobeth did gain some yards at times, but 
for most of the night the Tigers were in charge and twice they turned back 
the Rebels when a score could have changed the complexion of the contest. 
In early season games I compared the defense to a rubber band that bent, 
but refused to break. That rubber band is getting lighter week by week and 
May just pop somebody good before the playoffs end. Aaron Smith had a 
solid game at defensive end, while Jamie Brockton and Phillip Compton 
both had good nights at linebacker, and Bryce Reis had some big hits 
from both noseguard and tackle. Sophomore D.J. Belcher had his best night 
of the season, as did Julius Peterson, who looked like the Julius we were all 
expecting throughout the contest. 

I thought the Tigers learned their lesson about looking past playoff oppo- 
nents back when they lost to lowly Holtville several ago, and then got 
climinated by Dallas County the year after winning the state title. However, 
this year's team didn't even make the playoffs last season, so, I guess it had 
to learn for itself that once you make the playoffs everybody can whip you 
on any given night. We'll see how well they learned their lesson this week! 


The Elba Tigers were struggling Friday night against Rehobeth, and their 
plans to throw the football were all but scrapped when quarterback Keith 
Grantham hurt his hand on the third play of the game. With the outcome in 
doubt, Grantham never even thought about leaving the game and played un- 
ul the Tigers took a commanding 28-0 lead in the fourth quarter, hitting on 
6 of 10 passes for 133 yards and two touchdowns. It wasn't until after the 
game that x-rays revealed Grantham had broken a bone in his hand on the 
game’s third play and that the junior quarterback admitted that his hand hurt 
whenever he took a snap and tried to even hold the football. 

Grantham’s injury may keep him out of the remainder of the playotfs; 
however, the spirit and attitude that Grantham showed is the same spirit that 
all the players on the team have and is why the Tigers won't simply throw 
in the towel and give up. 

The 1992 Tigers have been a dedicated team since back in the weight 
room in the summer, and even before then for Greg Thigpen, who under- 
went knee surgery last fall and spent thousands of hours rehabilitating his 
knee to get ready for his senior year. Thigpen, Grantham and the entire 
team heard the talk that this year would be another down year for the Ti- 
gers, but they never accepted that prediction and dedicated themselves to 
working as hard as it took to win, no matter who was on the other side of 
the football ‘ 

It always hurts when a team loses its starting quarterback, but I am con- 
vinced that this team is different from most, and will work even harder to 
overcome the possible loss of Grantham and prove to everyone that the 
Elba Tigers are back to stay and won't hunt excuses and won't accept any- 
thing less than the best! 


The state playoffs have been criticized for being too long and letting too 
many teams get in, but most of those criticisms have come from Area cham- 
pions that were knocked off in the opening round by the so called runner- 
ups. Well, this year there will be more fussing, because just like in the past

well and they play ball control on 
offense. On offense, they are solid 
and will keep the ball the whole 
game if you don't stop'em." 

"On defense they simply line up 
and show no respect at all for their 
opposition,” stated Wood.

The Alabama Aviation and Tech- 
nical College Precision Flight Team 
won third place overall, as well as 
third place in the flying events and 
the ground events at the National In- 
tercollegiate Flying Association Re- 
gion IX SAFECON. Embry-Riddle 
Acronautical University placed first 
overall and Florida Institute of Tech- 
nology came in second overall. 
These tope three teams will compete 
with flight teams from around the 
United States in the national compe- 
tition scheduled for April to be held 
in Kileen, Texas.

Farm record keeping is the difference 
between profit and loss 


Hey! Don't skip over this article 
just because we are talking about 
record keeping. I know you have 
heard it a thousand times that 
records save time, records do this, 


crop, or some specialty, 

Farm business records vary from 
a simple ledger kept in a notebook to 
a sophisticated set of computerized 
accounts. Size and type of farm op- 
eration will determine most of the 
time which form a farmer will use. 
The most important thing to remem- 
ber, though, is that a farmer should

Another thing records will do for 
you is to help you in dealing with 
your creditor, particularly the loan 
institution where you borrow money.

Multi-million dollar building dedicated in honor 
of former teacher of Elba city school system 


_ A multi-million dollar Coopera- 
tive Extension building was named 
the "James I, Dawson Cooperative 
Extension Building" during a recent 
dedicatory program, 

The building was named in honor 
of Dr. James I. Dawson, former 
teacher of Vocational Agriculture at 
Mulberry Heights High School, 
Elba, Alabama. Dr. Dawson has 
Served as Associate Dean for Exten- 
sion in the School of Agriculture and 
Home Economics since 1971, after 
chairing the Department of Agribusi- 
ness Education for three years, 

Dr. Dawson developed the Coop- 
erative Extension Program and em- 
ployed an Extension staff in 1971, 
He was recommended by the Presi- 
dent of Alabama A & M University 
and approved by the Secretary of the 
U. S, Department of Agriculture to 
serve as Administrator of the Coop- 
cralive Extension Program at Ala- 
bama A & M University. 

Dr. Dawson and fifteen other Ex- 
tension Administrators at the histori- 
cally Black land grant institutions 
were successful in their effort to get

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Coffee County Commission seeks AG’s opinion concerning landfill

In Monday’s Coffee County 
Commission meeting, the commis- 
sioners voted unanimously to obtain 
an Attorney General’s opinion in re- 
gards to the proposed landfill. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
made the motion that the AG’s opin- 
ion be sought in reference to the fol- 
lowing question: 

“If Coffee County is permitted for 
a regional landfill including ten (10) 
additional counties and the majority 
of the citizens of Coffee County 
want a single-county landfill, will 
any one of the named counties listed 
in the permit be ordered, at a later 
date, by the courts, to dump in the 
Coffee County landfill.” 

Brooks stated that ADEM (Ala- 
bama Department of Environmental 
Management) officials satisfactorily 
answered every question ask of them 
in last Monday’s meeting except the 
one above. 

Commissioner Sid Averett re- 
minded the commissioners that Sue 
Robertson, an ADEM official, stated 


several times in the meeting Monday 
that the county would have absolute 
control over the landfill. 

“We will (the commission) be in 
total control of the landfill and will 
never have to take anyone we do not 
want to take!"’said Averett. 

Marion Sanders, a resident of the 
Roeton Community, was recognized 
by the commission, 

Recently, Mr. Sanders was pre- 
sented a National Special Service 
Award at the National Association 
of Conservation Districts (NACD) at 
their annual meeting in Reno, Neva- 
da.

Wednesday, Nov, 25. and continues 
through midnight Sunday, Nov, 29. 

Last yew 11 people were killed 
on Alabama roadways during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period. At 
least five of the deaths were alcoho! 
related; only one of the crash victims 
was using a safety belt, 

Precautions that motorists can 
take to ensure a safe Thanksgiving 
holiday include using safety belts 
and child restraints, following posted 
speed limits and not drinking and 
driving. 

Alabama state troopers will be 
out in force to watch for drunken 
drivers, speeders and all other dan- 
gerous drivers, Federal overtime 
grants aimed at speed limit enforce 
ment will allow additional troopers 
to patrol.

Attorney Mike Jared, representing 
employee George Homyak, wrote a 
letter on November 18th to the mem- 
bers of the city council and the water 
and electric board concerning Hom- 
yak’s job status. 

Prior to being laid off by the W & 
E department on October 24th and 
being hired a week later by the City, 
Homyak was a meter reader with the 
utility and served both the City and 
the utility as Director of Safety and 
was in charge of fuel distribution. 

After being transferred to the re- 
cycling truck, his pay was reduced 
almost $3,00 per hour. 

The letter reads, “Mr. Homyak is 
a victim of a discriminatory action 
on the part of the Water and Electric 
Board as well as the City Council 
and Mayor of Elba. There is docu- 
mentation that actions taken against 
Mr, Homyak are consistent in motive 
and intent with the actions taken 
against another employee, Mrs. Pat 
Booth,” 

The letter asks that Homyak be re- 
instated to the position he held prior

Toy and bicy 
cle donations can be coordinated 
through the community points of 
contacts and collection points. 

Toy requests should be received 
to the operation before December 8.

The Elba Police Depart- 
ment also serves as a collection 
point in Elba. In New Brockton, the

October 24th, be paid back pay plus 
$575.00 in legal fees. 

The last paragraph of the letter 
said, “Mr. Homyak is very desirous 
of working for you. That is all he 
wants,” 

There has been no public response 
to the letter. 


**NEWS BRIEF** 


According to reports, Marilyn 
Ammons, 50, of new Brockton, 
AL, . has been released from 
prison and is participating in 
the SIR (Supervised Intense 
Restitution) Program. 

On October 4, 1991, Ammons 
plead guilty to 12 offenses of Ist- 
degree theft, 66 counts of 2nd- 
degree forgery and 565 counts 
of 2nd-degree forgery. 

The above offenses were in 
connection to the misappropria- 
tion of county funds totaling 
$334,527.63. 

For the above offenses, Am- 
mons was sentenced to serve 15 
years in the state penitentiary. 
The actual years she was sen- 
tenced for each offense totaled 
more than 15 years but all the 
sentences were ordered to run 
concurrently, 

The court also ordered restitu- 
tion of $309,527.83 be made to 
the Coffee County Commission, 
A surety bond held by Ammons 
has already paid to the county 
$25,000.00, 

The sentencing order signed 
by Circuit Judge John B, Craw- 
ley, in reference to restitution, 
read: “To be paid and to be 
paid as a condition of any early 
release, parole or if the defen- 
dant has income while serving 
her sentence.” 

Ammons turned herself into 
the Coffee County Jail in New 
Brockton on October 15, 1992 to 
began serving her prison sen- 
tence. She was later transferred 
to a state prison facility, 

Several officials are unable to 
explain why Mrs. Ammons is 
out of prison without fully com- 
plying with the sentencing or- 
der.
